Work.of Putting Up Buildings Will 
Begin 
Soon Hundreds 
of 
Trees to Be Planted. 


The site for the new Government 
nursery has been picked out, and now 
it remains to bo seen how long it will 
take the Government carpenter to put 
up the buildings necessary for the car- 
rying on of the work. The site spoken 
of is in Nuuanu 
Valley, just a short 
distance from and on the 
left-han- d 
side 
of the road.' 
It is also about a half 
mile from the head of. the valley, bet- 
ter known as the Pali, 
and is in a 
place convenient 
of access to anyone. 
For a more accurate idea as to the 
lo- 
cation, reference might be made to the 
accompanying diagram, which was ob- 
tained 
from 
one 
of the 
Government 
maps 
in 
the 
Survey 
Department 
through 
the 
kindness 
of 
Mr. F. S. 
Dodge. 
Mr. Joseph 
Marsden, Commissioner 
of Agriculture, was seen yesterday and 
spoke as follows on the subject: 
"As jou know, this matter of a new 
Government nursery 
has been in the 
wind for quite a long while. It has been

agitated steadily, and I am glad to say 
that agitation 
has done its work suc- 
cessfully. The prime idea in mind was, 
of course, the reforesting 
of Nuuanu 
Valley, an object which must needs, 
from its very nature, meet the sanction 
of all those at all interested in the wel- 
fare of Hpnolulu and suburbs. 
" Not long ago I laid the matter be- 
fore the Board of Health, as that body 
has control of the land, part of which 
I had' already 
picked out as a place 
suitable for the project. 
A committee 
consisting 
of T. F. Lansing 
and Dr. 
Emerson, was appointed to confer with 
me, and on Friday afternoon we went 
to the place, accompanied by Messrs. 
Andrew Brown and F. S. Dodge. 
"I was most gratified to find that the 
place selected met with the sanction 
of the members of the Board of Health, 
who had been chosen to confer with 
me, and the tfther men who went along. 
They were unanimous in pronouncing 
it the very. best place in the valley for 
the purpose. 
"As you will see, it is surrounded 
by a nature 
bluff from 12 to 15 feet 
high, and is about 160 feet below the 
very- - last stream. 
A high causeway 
prevents 
any 
contamination 
through 
drainage from getting into the stream, 
and thus being conveyed to the city. 
"The position is half a mile from the 
Pali, and in this half mile there are 
1,000 
acres to be planted 
with trees. 
After reaching 
the nursery there will 
be 2,000 more acres to plant. 
The sit 
uation of the new site for the nursery 
will make it necessary for the water 
to be pumped .in from the stream near 
by. 
"As soon as possible Mr. P. A. An 
derson, 
the 
Government 
carpenter, 
will start in on the work of putting up 
the necessary buildings. 
There will be 
a comfortable cottage for the forester, 
a small house for the laborers and a 
large propagating 
house, this last to 
be furnished 
with 
a glazed roof, 
on 
account 
of the yodng 
plants, 
which 
would otherwise suffer from the strong 
winds that prevail in Nuuanu Valley. 
"When the work is fairly under way 
trial nurseries will be started in places 
all about the niirsery in order that a 
test of the various 
plants it is 
pro- 
posed to raise can be made with satis- 
faction. 
These will undoubtedly 
en- 
hance greatly the beauty of the place, 
and make it well worth thewhile of 
visitors and people from the city stop- 
ping off for a few moments while on 
their way to the Pali. 
"Many hundreds 
of trees, both 
for- 
eign and native, will be planted. 
The 
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native koa will be the very first to be 
set out, and then will come the others. 
Rows of the beautiful hau will be plant 
ed soon to form windbrakes 
for the 
new trees as a protection until they 
can stand on their own feet or heads. 
Among the trees it is proposed to plant 
will be a lot from Japan. 
The 
crpto-mer- ia 
japonica, with its majestic head 
waving in the breezes that blow from 
the Pali, will be one of the sights of 
the luture that will greet the eyes of 
the 
passers-by.- "

in Kentucky, 
the Deshas. 
This 
discovery 
brings 
to 
the surface 
some 
hitherto 
unpublished 
facts 
concerning 
one 
of the 
most 
sensational 
tragedies 
Kentucky has ever known. 
Joseph 
De- 
sha 
was 
Governor 
of 
Kentucky 
from 
1S21 
to 
1S2S. 
In the latter part 
of 
1S2G 
Isaac Desha, 
son of the Governor, killed 
James Baker, a traveler, and robbed him 
of $700. 
He was arrested and placed 
in 
jail, 
and 
the 
evidence 
was 
so strong 
against him there was great danger of 
his being lynched, and he was taken to 
the 
jail 
in 
Cynthiana 
for safekeeping. 
Desha was 
tried, 
convicted 
and senten- 
ced to be hanged. 
While 
in Cynthiana 
he tried to commit 
suicide 
by cutting 
a gash in his throat. 
His life was barely 
saved. 
Owing 
to 
his 
influential 
family 
rela- 
tions much sympathy 
was 
aroused 
in 
favor of the prisoner after his attempted 
suicide, and there was a strong effort 
made to induce Governor 
Desha 
to par- 
don his son. But the Governor 
held out 
asainst it. and it was feared that the 
ton 
of the Kentucky 
Governor 
would 
have to hang. 
Finally, 
after much 
per- 
suasion 
and 
many 
petitions 
had 
been 
presented 
to him, the stern- - old 
Gover- 
nor relented, 
and 
not long 
before 
the 
expiration 
of his term as Governor 
he 
pardoned 
his son. 
It has been said 
Governor 
Desha 
re- 
signed after pardoning 
his wayward 
boy, 
but this is a mistake. 
He 
served 
out 
the remaining 
months 
of his term and 
retired from office full of honors. 
It was 
supposed 
that 
Isaac 
went 
to 
South 
America and died, and not Until Minister 
Willis' 
discovery 
of Desha's 
descendants 
in the Hawaiian 
capital was it 
generally-know- 
n 
that he wfent to that countiy. 
A few years after Isaac 
Desha 'was 
pardoned 
G. 
W. 
Crawford 
of 
Greenup 
County 
took a flatboat 
load of produce 
to New Orleans. 
One night while 
tied 
up on the bank near Vicksburg 
a man 
entered 
his cabin and threatened to kill 
him if he did not surrender his money. 
Crawford 
recognized 
the 
man as Isaac 
Desha, and asked him what in the world 
he meant by trying to rob an 
old 
ac- 
quaintance. 
Desha broke down and 
cpn-fess- 
that he had been living the life of 
an outlaw 
ever since his father had par- 
doned him, and he scarcely 
cared what 
he did. 
Crawford 
talked to him 
like a 
brother, 
and begged 
him to reform 
and 
to not further disgrace 
his family. 
De- 
sha listened 
to his friend's advice, 
and 
upon Crawford's 
invitation he continued 
on the boat to New Orleans as his guest. 
Before he reached the city he told Craw- 
ford he had decided to fchange his name 
and go to a 
far-aw- 
place and try" to 
atone for the wrongs he had committed, 
lis declined to tell Crawford 
here he 
in- 
tended 
to go or the name 
he intended 
to take, but the story of the late Min- 
ister Willis furnished 
the sequel 
to this 
romantic 
tragedy. 
I 
It seems that he went to tho Sandwich 
Islands 
shortly after leaving Crawford, 
and there Isaac Desha, son of the Ken- 
tucky Governor, 
married 
a native 
wo- 
man, 
and from 
this union 
spiang the 
eloquent 
half-bree- d 
preacher, 
who is the 
most popular minister 
of the Gospel, as 
well as the most able in Honolulu. It Is 
doubtful, 
however, 
if he knows that he 
is related by blood to many of the most 
prominent 
citizens 
in Kentucky today.

The 2cw York Tribune takes 
the United States to task for not 
pushing the Pacific cable. 
3 1 says 
that the British will soon 
do it, 
and "it is one of the great causes 
of

commercial 
expansion." 
But the Tribune does not seem to 
realize the fact that the training 
of the American people lias been, 
for 40 years, towards the develop 
ment of internal'' trade 
and 
not 
external. 
The Tribune has been 
the, oiia great transpicuous 
leader 
in this education. It is the logical 
consequence of the protection 
the- 
ory. 
We pre not opposing or dis- 
cussing protection, but present 
on- 
ly 'the 
facts. "The 
Tribune, 
40 
years ago, urged the people 
to 
choose between internal trade and 
foreign trade, 
--and "urged the form- 
er. 
American 
ships 
were 
swept 
from the ocean, 
and the Tribune 
said internal trade 
will be more 
profitable. It urged that foreign 
goods should be kept out of the 
United 
States, 
rather 
than 
the 
doctrine 
of 
setting 
American 
goods into all foreign 
countries. 
Putting goods into foreign 
coun 
tries, makes the necessity for vast 
fleets of vessels and ocean cable. 
2fow the people are slowly under 
standing that they have neglected 
that part of trade wliich 
creates 
cables and ships, and the Tribune 
disgusted with its own people.' 
We alluded 
to the same subject 
several days 
since in 
connection 
with the Xicaragua 
Canal. 
But at last the Americans 
are 
waking up to a realizing sense of 
the situation, 
and will act 
This

The Friend, in the interests of

They are like the sailor's 
monkey, which, he said, had plen- 
ty of brains, but was only skin 
deep" iu his personal piety. Better 
cross, at 
once, some 
Hottentot 
blood on the Puritan 
stock and 
improve 
it, So that it will have 
enough staging power to look at 
Bacchante and not go to pieces. 
When God made man, in his own 
image, he made nothing "lewd" 
him. It is the immorality of 
the moralists that discovers it 
Mrs. D. Lozier, a 'noted woman, 
opened a school for girls in !Nev 
York iu 
lS-lo-. 
She taught them 
physiology. 
The 
parents 
with- 
drew 
their 
daughters 
on 
the 
ground that it tended to produce 
"rottenness" and "lewdness." 
It 
was the immorality of moralists. 
Queen Victoria requires every wo- 
man who appears at her court to 
wear 
a "very 
low-nec- k 
dress."' 
The purists 
say, ''Indecent, rot 
ten,' but the Queen, though 
she 
neer reached the moral altitudes 
of The Friend manages 
to keep 
herself dut 
of "rottenness." 
If 
the' editor of The Friend is sent 
to represent 
us at the Queen's 
Jubilee, as'we hope he will be, 
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must 
he 
be 
led, 
blindfolded, 
through the throng 
of refined, 
Christian British nmtronsin their 
"indecent" dress? Must we take 
the pure American girl from the 
streets, of 
Paris,

Did the sights of troops of naked 
natives, in the early days, corrupt 
the editor of The Friend? 
Isj the 
sensitive min'd of the learned Pro- 
fessor Briglmm made "rotten" by 
the 
contemplation 
of 
various 
images without 
tailor-mad- e 
cloth- 
ing In the Bishop 
Museum? 
An 
eminent purist, Mrs. Muldoon, of 
Hamburgh, Conn., became so dis 
tressed at the nudity of her .three 
dogs she put them 
iu trousers, 
or, rather, dressed them in their 
own "pants." 
She was consistent 
and 
logical. 
There 
is 
nothing 
more lewd in art than parts

We 
need here, especially, the work of 
auch a station, and we are fortu 
nate in having a man to manage 
it Buf the industrial body is fat 
and 
lazy 
on an exclusive 
sugar 
diet. 
The time 
will come when 
it will be shaky on this diet, and 
ltjs 
sjickly 
voice 
will 
pipe 
out: 
"Oh, 
what 'shall I 
do?" 
And 
Marsden wall thunder back at the 
emaciated invalid: "I told you so.

possible by the agents who nego- 
tiated the reciprocity treatv some 
twenty years ago. 
That the 
in-- 
traduction 
of these sugars" 
into-th- e 
United States free of duty 
can hardly have other than an in- 
jurious effect upon our domestic 
" 
sugars is what we claim. 
"A clipping from the Hawaiian 
Commercial 
Journal 
of January 
5, that will be found in this issue, 
states that some 
75,000 tons of 
sugar will be shipped 
from 
Ha- 
waii to Atlantic ports this year, 
' 
and that some 152,000 tons will 
be shipped to San Francisco. 
We 
thus 
find 
some 
227,000 
tons of 
foreign sugars entering our mar- 
ket free of duty in competition 
with 
our home 
product, 
while 
nearly every article that we con- 
sume 
is enhanced 
40 to 50 per 
cent in value by ourvown system, 
of domestic duties. 
"The Hawaiian 
crop may not 
increase much more, but that was 
the belief twenty years ago when 
the treaty 
was first negotiated, 
and 
that the 
total 
production 
there now is as large as our pro-

of 
18!)2, 
and unless we 
are able to secure more favorable 
I 
legislation 
in 
this 
country it 
seems likely that the production 
in the Sandwich Islands will soon 
exceeds ours. We do not question 
the sincerity of our correspondent

judge of the future is by the past.

Finally, with a view to hastening

localities 
the rats are affected in the same man 
ner as human beings. 
This fact .ias 
been repeatedly noticed in China aud 
India, and suggests the possibility thdt 
the soil becomes poisoned. The .simul- 
taneous development of the plague at 
several points where it has prevailed 
in previous years is also cited as show 
ing that the bubonic fever may he 
as well as contagious; like an 
thrax and the "steppe murrain." 
How- 
ever, 
low-lyi- 
lands are not the only 
ones subject to this awful visitation. 
Plains and granite hills from 5,000 to 
7.000 
feet above sea level have also 
witnessed an outbreak. 
The bubonic plague appears 
to have 
been known in Syria, Egypt and Lybla 
during 
Trojan's 
reign, 
early 
in the 
Christian' era. 
But the first 
invasion of Europe did jot 
occur until about 
543-M- 
when it 
in Constantinople 
and spread 
to Italy and Gaul. 
The next great 
began about 134C, and proceedeJ, 
it is thought, from Tartary to the Cri- 
mea and Sicily", whence it reached prei 
ty well over the continent and across 
into England. 
At irregular intervals 
for more than three centuries it swept 
this city and that with appalling 
ha- 
voc, reappearing 
again 
and again 
In 
the same spot 
Among the most 
im- 
pressive death records of that period 
are the followlpg: 
1427, Dantzic,

68,596 out of a population 
of 460,000, 
two-thir- 
of whom fled the 
city. 
During 
the 
sixteenth 
century 
China 
( was "nearly 
depopulated" 
with 
the plague, it is said, while 
In the 
single year 1603 no less than 1,000,000 
lives were lost 
In Egypt. 
Since .the 
outbreak 
in Marseilles in 1720, 
wh"n 
the deaths 
numbered 
from 
40,000 
to 
60,000, the plague has receded toward 
the Bosphorous, and has scarcely beeD 
seen again in Europe except in tint 
vicinity. 
But it has continued its 
ravages in Northern Afrlci 
and in certain parts of Asia. 
Curiousl 
enough, 
India 
seems 
to 
have "been 
spared until early in the' 
present 
century. 
It was for ages a 
proverb that the plague .md never ap- 
peared in that region eastward of 
be 
river Indus. But in 1S15 there was on 
unmistakable 
epidemic of this class in 
the northern part of the Bombay Presi- 
dency, and another wns experienced in 
1816 .with lingering traces of the evil 
in that neighborhiod until 
1820. 
Fur- 
ther to the eastward, in Pali, 
Rajpu-tan- i, 
there was a still more violent out- 
break in 1S36; but the extreme heat of 
1S37 is credited with extinguishing the 
germs 
so effectually that 
no further 
trouble was experienced there. 
Up 
t 
the head water of the Ganges, on the 
southwestern 
slope of the Himalayas, 
In the province of Gurwhal, there were 
five mysterious epidemics between the 
years 1S23 and 1S77. 
The disease was 
known locally as the "maha murre" 
but Investigation 
has shown that 
It 
waB substantially 
identical 
with 
the 
bubonic plague 
of China, Persia and 
Egypt. 
All of those places, he it 
ob- 
served, are in Northern 
India. 
The 
outbreak in Bombay, first reported in 
September 
of 
the 
present 
year, 
ap- 
pears to be the firsUon record in India 
at any point so far south.

Engineer Quinlan of the' 
Mauna Loa Talks. 


Cood Mines 
Located 
But 
--Dissension 


Lo-- t Them Opportunities. 
Four Men Dead. 


i James Quinlan, assistant engineer on 
the steamer Mauna Loa, is one of the 
men who has searched for gold under 
all the trials afforded by a prospecting 
trip to Alaska. 
' He was 
snow-boun- d, 
and suffered and starved on Kodiak Isl- 
and. 
Quinlan and his companions had 
a hard time of it, but the man who 
has now made Honolulu his home port 
can talk of the experience with very 
little of a shudder, 
He and his especial 
partner, 
Durham, 
another steamship 
engineer, 
stood the pains and 
penal- 
ties of the enterprise better 'than any 
of the others: 
There 
were an even dozen in the 
company, and they char- 
tered the schooner 
Golden 
Gate, fully 
manned, and, as they thought, amply 
provisioned. 
They 
sailed 
from 
San 
Francisco, in April, 1895, and were 
32( 
days making the objecth e .point. 
The' 
weather theie at this period was al 
most perfect Piospecting and building 
were inaugurated. 
All hands were will- 
ing and industrious. 
A model camp 
was established, and from time to time 
the prospectors returned 
to headquar- 
ters with most satisfactory 
specimens 
of gold ore. It was 
low-grad- e, 
but there 
was plenty of it. 
Early ip September 
they found seeral cliffs, almost moun-- r 
tains of 
gold-beari- 
banks. 
All were 
highly elated. Besides the certainty of 
enrichment they had in close view the 
prospect 
of 
profitable 
settlement 
or 
conclusion of the project 
Theie had 
been nervousness over the tenacityof 
some of the San Francisco men inter- 
ested. 
About the middle of September 
the 
Golden 
Gate set sail for the 
Golden 
Gate. 
She carried all of the crew "and 
four members 
of the syndicate. 
The 
eight remaining continued to prospect, 
and test and build. 
Incidentally 
they 
began to prepare for the expected 
se- 
vere weather. 
It was figured that the 
schooner. If she had favorable winds, 
would be able to return that fall. She 
has not been back there yet 
"On the 15th of October," said Mr. 
Quinlan, 
last evening, "it 
began 
to 
snow. 
This continued dailv, and often 
witn 
terrinc 
winus 
regular 
nor-easi-- 
until the 7th of May next 
"It was cold all the time," continued 
the 
engineer", 
quietly. 
'"The 
fall 
of 
snow was so heavy, that we could never 
do better in the way. of walking than 
to waddle up to our waists. 
A couple of i 
the fejlows from Canada tried to make 
snow shoes, but somehow could never 
coptrivo anything 
of that sort 
that 
wofld stand. It v as an odd thing that 
Durham and myself, who had just come 
from South 
Pacific 
runs on the "Ala- 
meda, stood the Arctic weather better 
than" any of the fellows who had been 
accustomed to severe winters all their 
lhes. 
My friend and I made two trips 
in a ship's boat we had kept to Karlock 
settlement. 
They were short 
of 
pro- 
visions there, hut gave us all they could 
possibly let go. 
"'We came down, finally. In the eat- 
ing, to nothing but coffee and'Wscuits, 
regular 
hard 
tack. 
On returning ' in 
the boat once from Karlock we were 
gien our greatest 
shock. 
She 
over- 
turned right at our beach, and with our 
bruises and disappointment 
oer 
the 
loss of the stores, 
we were laid up a 
full month. 
"Not considering 
at all, 
I would not winter that'way'again for 
?5,000 in advance. We all came to hate 
the sight 
of each other. 
Sometimes 
the mere salutation of 'Good morning' 
would be enough 
of a pretext 
for a 
fight that would become general. 
Morn- 
ing after morning we would arise, speak 
not a word, prepare for breakfast, 
eat 
such as there was and go back to our 
bunks a silent sullen crew. 
"We had 
playing cards, but after awhile a game 
would mean a fight. 
We had a few 
books, but the fellows who 
did read 
knew fbem 
by heart in a couple of 
months. 
There was some hunting 
but 
never a thing was caught. 
The only 
game was a few birds, and they were 
very shy. Many times I carried a gun

uid waded in the snow till I was 
well-nig- h 
exhausted. 
"In summer the shallows near the 
beach were nlive with fish, but in win- 
ter the schools were miles at sea. The 
United 
States 
Government 
ought 
to 
have inspectors 
up in that 
country-Now- , 
I don't want to tell jo,u any fish 
stories, but with two hauls 
of a 
m 
net, I saw the company's men 
up there take in 93,000 
salmon. 
This 
was at Karlock. 
A launch and steam 
power were used. 
The 'fault, or crim- 
inality, was that besides the 93,000 
sal- 
mon therte were thousands 
of cod and 
halibut 
and other 
fish. 
These outsid- 
ers were simply chucked on the beach. 
The companies 
should 
be prosecuted 
for not putting the intruders 
back into 
the sea. 
"Oh, yes; life in the camp. Well, it 
was the same 
soul-tryin- g 
thing right 
along. Three of our mess died during 
the winter and one afterwardsat 
San 
Francisco. 
We had no medicines, a'nd 
the food was'no good 
for weak men. 
I tell you, it was tough to offer a dy- 
ing man coffee and 
hard-tac- 
k. 
One of 
the fellows failed four miles from camp 
and it took Durham 
and myself six 
hours to get him into the log house. 
That was one of the toughest jobs we 
had. 
The passing away of these men. 
there in a land of snow did not seem a 
bit like the visitation 
of death 
in a 
town or even on board a ship. All of us 
knew weeks ahead when one of the 
fellows was o'n the road to the unknown 
land. When a man did go it was simply 
like the end of a long watch. 
"During the summer of 1896 Durham 
and 
myself 
worked 
on 
the 
salmon 
steamers, 
waiting 
for our advices 
to 
come to Karlock. Never a letter did we 
get. Just .before the last home voyage 
of the Doar, the mail boat, we went 
back to the old! camp aud relocated the 
claims 
in our 
own 
names. 
We had 
heard rumors of underhand 
dealing at 
San Francisco. 
The situation with 
re- 
gard to the'mines or prospects 
is un- 
changed, except that w e have had sev- 
eral very good.offers, and expect some- 
time to sell well. The Treadwell stamps 
up there, you know, handles gold ore 
that "runs only $2 a ton. 
The milling 
is but 90 cents a ton. 
"The profits of the salmon fisheries 
aiQ almost as great as of the gold mines. 
The season I put in the company packed 
161.000 
cases 
at 
Karlock, 
with 
the 
cheapest kind of labor. Well, f happen 
to know that they made just exactly 


$1 on each case. It is, a rattling fine 
business. 
I see that the Japanese have 
tried to drive out the Indian and 
Chinese 
laborers, bur they have been un- 
able to do it, and their Government 
has stopped them from going there."

MINISTER 
WILL 


What Patronage Did for 
Him in Congress. 


Did 
More 
for 
His' 
Constituents 
Than 
His Predecessors and 
Then Turned 
Down. 


Said a well knftwn Kentucklan 
to a 
representative 
of The Star today: 
"On the eve of a' change of. national 
administration, 
when the question of 
patronage will cut so prominent a fig- 
ure, let me give you a story' showing 
how disastrously 
patronage sometimes 
bears on the fortunes 
of a public man. 
Albert S. Willis, who recently died in 
Honolulu, 
served 
ten 
years 
in 
Con- 
gress from the Louisville district, and, 
it is conceded, 
accomplished more sub- 
stantial 
things 
for 
his 
constituents 
than any of his predecessors had been 
able to do. 
He was an earnest, indus- 
trious, a patient and capable man, who 
went to the bottom of things, and kept 
the interests 
of his people always in 
mind. 
Among his achievements, 
he 
secured the establishment 
at 
Louis- 
ville of the American Printing House 
for the Blind; the appropriation 
of a 
million dollars 
for the erection 
of a 
new 
custom 
house 
and 
post 
office 
there; the opening free to navigation 
of the canal at the falls of the Ohio, 
and 
large 
sums 
for 
improving 
the 
.Louisville 
harbor. 
He had 
been of 
great service td his people otherwise, 
and when 
he offered for 
the last time, was one of the most 
in- 
fluential men in the House and chair- 
man of the rivers and harbors confmit-te- e. 
One would suppose that a 
con- 
stituency which hal been so very well 
served, and which could promise itself 
so much. more from a man who had 
shown 
such 
aptitude 
for 
legislation, 
would be at pains to keep him in com- 
mission. 
But his constituency 
turned 
him out. 
And for what? A post office! 
He made a recommendation 
contrary 
to ,the wishes and the pressure of the 
party managers in Louisville, and they 
bea(. 
him 
for 
renomination' 
at the 
primaries. 
That, 
of course, in a dis- 
trict which was then overwhelmingly 
democratic, 
sealed his 
congressional 
fate, and he passed off the scene. 
"The story is one of credit to Mr. 
Willis throughout. 
Mrs. Thompson, a 
woman of capacity and of high social 
position, 
was the .postmistress 
of 
Louisville" and was seeking reappoint- 
ment. 
Her antecedents 
wero 
demo- 
cratic, but she had obtained the office 
from 
Mr. 
Hayes 
and had 
held It 
through 
the administrations 
of Gen. 
Garfield and 
Gen. 
Arthur, 
and, 
hav- 
ing acquitted herself 
pell in the place, 
she was now asking reappointment 
aj. 
the hands 
of Mr. Cleveland, then 
in 
his first term as President. 
The 
de- 
cision lay with Mr. Willis, the repre- 
sentative of the district, who, both 
be- 
cause of her good record in office and 
because she was a woman, showed a 
disposition to Tecommend 
Mrs. Thomp- 
son for another 
term. 
But the party 
bosses in Louisville 
protested. 
The 
office was of some local consequence, 
and they 
Insisted that It should 
be 
filled 
by some active member 
of the 
party. 
A great deal 
of 
feeling was 
aroused, 
and, 
on account 
of 
Mrs. 
Thompson's distinguished 
connections, 
it exteiided 
outside of the stale. 
It 
was an embarrassing 
situation for Mr. 
Willis. 
He knew what the threat of 
the bosses meant, and he was anxious 
to remain in Congress. 
But he stood 
his ground 
and recommended 
Mrs. 
Thompson, 
she was reappointed, 
and 
he was retired 
permanently 
from a 
body where he had attained 
consider- 
able prominence 
and had served his 
people in all of their larger affairs con- 
spicuously Well. 
"This 
is a true story 
without 
em- 
bellishments, 
and 
It speaks 
volumes 
In support 
of the contention that pat- 
ronage is a curse to public men. They 
are much oftener snared than helped 
by it, and many of them in theirhearts 
would be glad to be rid of it all. 
Not 
improbably, 
if Mr. Willis could have 
escaped that little ward squabble, he 
would have remained in Congress for 
years longer than he did. 
He was a 
model representative, 
and it is 
posi- 
tively pathetic to think of his having 
been forced out of Congress for the 
reason 
and in the 
way he was."

Important 
Tax Suit 
De- - 


cided by Supreme Court. 


Inter-Isla- nd 
S. N. Co. and O. R. & 
L. Co. Have Cases Heard. 
Sentence' Day.

The-verj- - 
important tax appeal case 
of the 
Inter-Islan- d 
Steam Navigation 
Gompany was decided by the Supreme 
Court Saturday in favor of the assess- 
ment 'made by the Assessor. This case 
directly involved the new tax law in an 
important 
point, i. e.: The assessment 
of a corporation upon the market value 
of its stock. 
Regarded 
as 
separate 
items,, the total 
value 
of appellants' 


, property 
of all descriptions 
was 
re- 
turned at $209,590.40. 
But figuring the 


, market value of the stock as a part of 
the base to work upon, the Assessor 
found 
$471,360 
as his basis of assess- 
ment. 
The Court sustains 
this basis 
as correct under the law. 
In its decision the pourt expresses 
the opinion that the market value of 
a corporation's stock should not be ta- 
ken as "a sole or conclusive test" of 
the-mark- 
value of the property, 
ut that 
it is an important 
factor in determin- 
ing such valuation. 


v 


While the decision is very important, 
it is the opinion among corporations 
that other cases may arise under sim- 
ilar issues. It is pointed 
out- - that no 
stock has a fixed market 
basis; and 
prices paid for small blocks represent 
a fictitious valuation 
and cannot 
be 
used as a sole test or even a compe- 
tent basis. For instance, a few shares, 
of a certain sugar plantation has found 
ready sale at $165 to $175. 
But a short 
time ago a block 
of over 
500 shares 
tipped the maximum market at $124. 
Few corporations have the opportunity 
of testing, in this way, the real market 
value of its stock, and stand liable to 
assessment 
on the fictitious basis 
of 
small sales. 
In the case above cited, Messrs. Kin- 
ney & Ballou appeared for the appel- 
lants; Thurston 
& Stanley for 
Asses- 
sor Shaw. 
James I. Dowsett and John K. Sum- 
ner vs. Jonathan 
Shaw, Tax Assessor, 
First Division, appeal from the Tax Ap- 
peal Court, was 
also-decide- d 
,by the 
Supreme Court Saturday morning, Car- 
ter, J., in place of Frear, J., disquali- 
fied. 
This case is an appeal from the 
Tax Court from the valuation of 
$SS,-0- 00 
on the real estate 
of defendants 
off the port of Honolulu. An undivided 
half interest in the estate reserves an 
annual 
rental 
of 
$5,500. 
It was 
con- 
tended that if a half was worth 
$5,500 
in rentals, the whole, or with the 
ad--- 
ditional unleased half Interest, 
would 
be worth $11,000. 
Multiplying this 
as- 
sumed realization by eight, as by stat- 
ute provided, the Court 'declared 
the 
valuation of the property to be $S8,000. 
(Appellants' 
contention 
was 
that, as 
only $5,500 was realized and no rent- 
als had been received from the other 
undivided half, the basis of valuation 
"should be $44,000. 
In its decision the 
Supreme Court affirms the judgment 
of the Appeal Court, and fixes the val- 
uation for taxation purposes at ?SS,000. 
Cecil Brown, for appellants; 
Thurston 
& Stanley, for the Assessor. 
The appeal of the Oahu Railway and 
Land Company went against the Tax 
Assessor. 
In condensing 
its findings 
the Court said: "A leasehold may vary 
in value from year to year. 
"We might, 
using our own judgment, 
and consid- 
ering all the circumstances of this par- 
ticular case, put the valuation at va 
rious amounts between that put by the 
Assessor 
$103,000 
and that returned 
by the taxpayer 
$40,000. 
But in view 
of the meager evidence before us, we 
prefer not to make an arbitrary 
as- 
sessment which might be wide of the 
mark, and we, finding the Assessor's 
- method 
of calculating 
the value 
hold that the amount returned 
by the 
taxpayer 
must 
stand. 
Cecil 
Brown, for appellant; Thurston 
& Stan- 
ley, for the Assessor. 
The Supreme Court rendered a unan- 
imous opinion yesterday in the case of 
James 
B. Castle. Collector General of 
.Customs, 
vs. 174 cases of crackers, 
4S0 
tins of opium and 
S cases containing 
the same, consigned 
to the Washing- 
ton Feed Company, being an appeal 
from the First Circuit Judge in 
Ad- 
miralty. 
In the decision the appeal of 
claimant, the Washington 
Feed 
Com- 
pany, is dismissed, and the decree of 
confiscation 
is 
affirmed. 
The 
appeal 
was on law points, and the claim was 
eet forth that only the cases of crack- 
ers in which 
the opium was 
found 
should be confiscated, in addition 
to 
the opium itself, which is by law con- 
traband, 
and- - not the remainder 
of the 
invoice. With regard to the contention 
and pleadings made the Court says: 
"In an invoice of 174 cases of crack- 
ers, there were found eight cases con- 
taining 
opium, a drug which is pro- 
hibited 
from importation 
by private 
parties. 
"Held, that the said eight cases, with 
all the merchandise 
named in the 
in- 
voice, was forfeited and confiscated' 
to 
the use of the Hawaiian Government. 
"Held, also, that the innocence of the 
importer did not prevent such impor- 
tation.- 
"Cleghorn, 
Coll. 
Gen'l. of Customs 
vs Opium Pills. 
S Haw. 461, affirmed." 
W. O. Smith, for petitioner; Thurston 
& Stanley, for respondents. 
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VI. vt roitM

His Instructions 
to any committee 
which he might send would be to ap- 
proach the American 
Government

all negotiations." 
In reference 
to the alien labor law, 
he thought it unworthy of any civilized 
nation, and he hoped to see the United

Hawaiian 
Leaders Issue 
Annexation Circular. 


State 
Why 
Measure 
Is Best for 
Hawaii Support 
is Asked 
From Hawalians. 


An annexation 
circular letter 
has 
been issued 
by four prominent 
ns 
of Honolulu to the native peo- 
ple of tEe Islands. 
The men whose 
names are 
affixed 
to the letter are: 
William C. Achi, Charles L. Hopkins, 
John 
Lota Kaulukou 
and Joseph 
M. 
Poepoe. 
A literal translation 
would be 
quite lengthy. 
The following is the 
substance of the points made; 
The condition of Hawaiians today is 
briefly outlined, and shows that they 
are, for the most part, employed by 
wealthy 
foreigners. 
"Present 
indica- 
tions are that the land will soon be 
absorbed, and that a new era of 
pros--peri- 
ty 
will 
dawii upon this 
nation. 
Perhaps some of you do not understand 
what we mean by this new era. Think 
of past events and you will see what 
is meant. 
"In 1871 a treaty was entered into 
between the Government of Japan and 
the Monarchical Government of Hawaii. 
According to the Constitution 
of Ha- 
waii and a decision of Chief Justice 
Judd on the question of Japanese 
im- 
migration into Hawaii, it is very plain 
that the 
Government 
and 
people of 
this country have no power to check 
such immigration. 
With respect to the 
situation a prominent Japanese said to 
a newspaper 
man a short time ago: 
'Japanese 
will continue 
to 
come 
into 
this country as long as wages are above 
the 
basis 
paid 
in their 
own 
land. 
Wages in Japan are from $2 to ?3 per 
month, and even at that many people 
are out of employment.' 
"If those are the wages we are 
go- 
ing to have in Hawaii, think of the 
poverty 
and 
hunger 
there 
will 
be 
among Hawaiians. 
This story is not 
fiction'; it represents 
facts, and is a 
warning as to the future. 
Hawaiians, 
what will you do about it? 
Will you 
stand, look on and not act, and only 
wait for the arrival of this new era 
upon our shores? 
If that is the case, 
our fate will be like those who" would 
not listen to the prophesies of Noah in 
his day. 
"We say that we can live peaceably 
and 
prosperously 
with 
Americans, 
British, 
French, Germans, Portuguese 
and other 
European 
nations; 
but 
It 
will be very 
difficult for us to get 
along if this country is overrun with 
Japanese, 
because 
those 
people 
can 
live comfortably 
on 
10 
cents 
a day 
while it takes all of 50 cents a day for 
a' Hawaiian. 
Therefore, the question 
of Japanese 
immigration 
into Hawaii 
is a very serious one, and should .be 
considered by us without delay. 
"These utterances 
are not from an 
ill' spirit. 
We are not running 
down 
the Japanese, with whom we live in 
peace, but the 
discussion 
is brought 
for our own benefit. 
"Without doubt the only solution of 
this question is the annexation 
of Ha- 
waii to the United States. 
We do not 
make this 
statement 
as 
unpatriotic 
men; nor as men who have parted with 
any civil rights; but from an insight 
into the future 
and a knowledge 
of 
what must 
come. 
The statement 
is 
made solely for the benefit of the Ha- 
waiians. 
We have the future 
prosper- 
ity of Hawaii at heart, 
"The 
Reciprocity 
Treaty, 
which 
brings 
wealth 
and prosperity 
to our 
country 
Is now in a shaky 
condition-- 
. 
The reason is the increase of beet and 
cane 
sugar 
production 
in California 
and the Southern States. 
Formerly all 
Southern 
Congressmen 
favored 
the 
Reciprocity Treaty with this country; 
but now 
It is clear 
that 
they 
are 
strongly against it. 
"If the Reciprocity 
Treaty 
Is ever 
abrogated, it will mean the ruination 
of the sugar and rice industries in this 
country. It will also ruin the business 
of 
the 
inter-islan- d 
steamship 
com 
panies; merchants 
will have to close 
their doors, and the value of all prop- 
erty 
will be greatly 
decreased. 
The 
result that everybody will find them- 
selves out of work must 
follow, 
and 
there 
wjH be poverty and starvation 
among the people. 
"Who among you would 
like to see 
this state of things? 
Is It the editors 
of certain newspapers, who are work- 
ing against annexation? 
If so, we can 
only say that they are advising 
and 
leading the Hawaiians 
to destruction. 
They themselves must see and realize 
this. 
"Finally, we advise all Hawaiians 
to 
consider well and pufl together'for the 
only salvation of Hawaii, which is an- 
nexation to the United States."

Prof. O. B. Johnson of the 
State University. 


Talks of Bugs 
in the North 
West. 
Beet Sugar Industry 
Growing. 


Prof. 
O. ,B. 
Johnson,- 
who 
for 
14 
i 
i 
years held the chair of biology 
in the 
Washington State University, is in the 
city in the hopes of regaining 
some of 
his health by sitting in the sunshine 
of Honolulu. 
Professor Johnson 
is a 
guest at Mrs. Riley's 
on Fort street, 
and he was seen there by a reporter 
for the Advertiser 
yesterday. 
For an invalid he is about the jolliest 
individual one could find, for, as ho re- 
marked 
yesterday, 
it is his "walker, 
not his talker," that is affected. 
In Washington 
and Oregon the pro- 
fessor is known as "Bug" 
Johnson, 
from the interest he has taken in ento 
mology. Though this was not included 
in the branches taught by him, he has 
a collection numbering 
15,000 
insects 
and bugs from various parts of the 
world. 
"'our Japanese 
beetle," he remark- 
ed, "has given the ladies a great deal 
of trouble in their flower garden 
an 
unfortunate 
thing 
but I understand 
your Commissioner of Agriculture, Mr. 
Marsden, and Professor 
Koebelo 
have 
done much 
toward 
decreasing 
their 
numbers. 
Processor Koebele is great 
on the fungus to rid localities of bugs, 
for which a natural enemy cannot be 
found, and I have no doubt 
lie will 
meet with success in the cases of the 
beetle. 
Before I left home I warned 
our young naturalists to 
be 
on 'the 
lookout for the beetle on the Sound, 
for I have no doubt it will reach that 
country through the medium of steam- 
ers from the Orient. 
"Washington, being such a thorough- 
ly wooded 
locality, is naturally a 
fa- 
vorite spot for insects, moths, etc., and 
following the rule that each species of 
tree 
or plant 
life has 
six 
distinct 
species of insects to feed upon it, we 
naturally have a great number of the 
little 
things. 
Indigenous? 
To 
the 
Northwest, 
yes; but not especially 
to 
Washington. 
I would term them, rath- 
er, imported pests. 
The insects which 
inhabit 
Washington 
are the same aa 
those 
which 
infest 
the 
Northwest, 
from, say, Mount Shasta 
to Alaska. 
The 
climatic 
conditions 
within 
that 
range are practically 
similar. 
"The Japanese 
beetle disappears, 
to 
a large extent, during the winter time 
when you have frequent rains. 
In that 
case, I do not believe they would thrive 
in Washington 
west of the Cascades, 
because we have considerable rain dur- 
ing the 
year. 
I am quite 
sure 
the 
many young naturalists of our city and 
State will, keep a sharp 
lookout 
for 
them, and the students at the agricul 
tural 
college 
and experiment 
station 
will also do their duty toward them." 
"At your experiment station, 
profes- 
sor, what is done?" 
' 
"Everything 
which aids in advanc- 
ing agricultural 
pursuits in the State. 
The experts examine the character 
of 
the soil, and, if necessary, the charac- 
ter pt fertilizer suited to the soil in va- 
rious parts of the State. The people east 
of the mountains 
have been 
experi- 
menting 
with 
the sugar 
beet during 
the past 
two years, and 
they 
have 
found that the soil there is admirably 
adapted to their cultivation. 
The sac 
charine matter in the beets shows 96 
per cent purity, a high percentage, 
I 
believe, for any State. I have no doubt 
that ultimately 
a beet sugar refinery 
will be established 
somewhere east of 
'the Cascades,fand sugar will become a 
rival of the wheat industry."

The bacillus Is found 
in the swollen glands, the internal or- 
gans and in the blood of persons 
suf- 
fering from the disease. 
The disease 
can be produced In mice, rats, guinea-pi- gs 
and rabbits 
by inoculating 
them 
with the bacilli. 
Flies are also very 
susceptible to the disease, and many 
cases 
of infection 
have 
been traced 
to them. 
AH contagious or Infectious 
diseases can spread with more rapidity 
In the unclean 
an"d overcrowded 
por- 
tions of a city, but filth alone cannot 
develop the 
bubonic plague 
or any 
disease due to a specific 
micro-organis- 


At the meeting 
of the XII Interna- 
tional Medical Congress to be held at 
Moscow, next August an effective reme- 
dy for the bubonic plague will, prob- 
ably be made known.

in all colleges. 
In the United 
BiBtes all denominational colleges have 
ihsm; they have been established 
in 
all 
be great independent colleges and 
universities, 
and in all the State 
col- 
leges, save one only. It is the largest 
student brotherhood in the world; and 
the greatest work is being and will be 
accomplished. 
The organisation 
is increasing 
rap- 
idly is its number of believing Chris- 
tians. 
In less than 20 years 
30,000 
in- 
fidel and skeptical students have come 
to 
accept 
Christianity. 
Year 
after 
year the pro rata is increasing. 
Last 
year 3.400 were added to the list 
There are over 10.000 students in the 
voluntary 
Bible classes of this 
move- 
ment. Never before has the Bible been 
more closely studied by students; nev 
er has it been more closely scrutinized;

The mission branch had, at the time 
the speaker last visited Yale. ?3.000 on 
hands, 
"Surely, as we ponder, skepti- 
cism among students 
is not gaining 
ground." said Mr. Mott. 
Continuing, 
he referred 
to Cornell. 
Twelve years ago that institution 
was 
characterized 
as the most godless in 
America 
though 
it was later found 
that several others enjoyed this doubt-f- nl 
distinction. 
But about that time 


a Y 
M. C. A. was started and rallied 
3fl members. This number has since in 
creased to 500. 
There are 
200 in the 
oluntary Bible classes. 
And there arc 
six or seven 
professors 
teaching 
in 
these classes. 
In former years no one 
in the university 
could be induced to 
give up skepticism. 
Last year 30 gave 
it up and accepted Christianity. 
Take the rnlverslty, 
of Virginia, that 
Institution 
noted from the day of its 
foundatioa for its infidelity. 
Sixty stu- 
dents were added Jo Christianity 
the 
last 
year the 
speaker 
visited 
the 
school: and in ISM the last of its pro- 
fessors 
accepted 
Christianity. 
Taken 
all 
through, 
in 
1SS3. 
Chrlstianlty 
clalmed one in three students; 
today 
more than one in two are Christians. 
This Is against one In 12 for the entire 
population. 
Again, we say that skepti- 
cism is not gaining ground. 
In Great Britain the movement 
In 
colleges and universities 
was started 
about three years ago, and the num- 
ber of societies has increased in that 
time fronv-1- 
to 60. It is most striking 
the 
intercollegiate 
sentiment 
the 
movement 
has 
created. 
All 
of the 
great 
institutions 
are invited 
on 
a 
common platform in the grand move 
ment. 
As showing the advancement 
in England 
the speaker 
remembered 
having visited 
a college where there 
was no class for Bible study. 
Now, he 
said, there are seven. 
Cambridge had 
30. In 1S94, 
60 students at Oxford and 
100 at Cambridge accepted Christianity.

At Edinburgh 
University 
more 
stu- 
dents had accepted the Bible In the 
IS 
months 
preceding 
the

visit than in the entire previous

Most of them, 
too, were students 
of science. 
It is commonly 
believed that 
stu- 
dents of science are the hardest to con- 
vince of the truth of the Bible. This 
Is proving 
Itself not the case. In a 
Philadelphia 
college not less than 200 
pupils had accepted Christianity. 
All 
but one out of the 12 greatest living 
scientists 
of 
England 
are 
Christian 
men. About the same proportion 
ob- 
tains 
with 
respect 
to France. 
It is 
proving itself that the more scientific- 
ally men look at the Bible, the more 
reverently they bow to Its teachings 
There 
has 
.been 
no 
time 
when the 
Christian 
pulse in Great Britain 
beat 
more warm. 
Thf 
TnnvpmAnf In fiprmnnv stnrtpri 
in the gymnasium, but quickly found 
its way into the universities. 
Now all 
of them 
contain 
Christian 
societies. 
There are five in the University at Ber- 
lin. There the movement is now known 
as the German Students" Christian 
Al- 
liance. Its beginning is small, but its 
future is encouraging. 
, 
From this point short mention was 
made 
of the movement 
in Norway. 
Sweden, Denmark, Finland, India, Aus- 
tralasia, South Africa, China and Jap- 
an. In the summer of 1SS9 a meeting 
was held 
in 
Sweden 
to organize 
a 
world's federation, to be made up of all 
these great national 
branches. 
After 
three dajs organization was perfected. 
The 
general 
object 
is 
to 
carry 
on 
among students 
of all countries of the 
world the study of the Bible; to teach 
Christ, build 
ip and send men out ,of 
the colleges 
and universities 
to work 
for Christianity 
The movement 
has 
established 
a 
telegraph 
in 
spiritnal 
matters 
among 
students. 
Jn 
these 
days of wars and rumors of wars, this 
federation 
of Christian 
students 
de- 
clares that there shall be no America, 
and England; no Germany and France; 
No China and Japan. 
The object is to 
teach 
one Lord, 
one faith 
and 
one 
baptism; one God above all, of all and 
in all. 
There 
are two great streams 
con- 
stantly pouring out of the universities. 
One is a stream 
o'f good. 
In it we see 
the reformation, 
puritanism, 
method-is- 
foreign missions, constructive 
crit- 
icism 
and 
study. 
In 
the 
counter 
stream we see coming out the old Jes- 
uits of France, 
destructive 
criticism, 
French infidelity, American 
unitarian-is- m, 
Russian nihilism and the dissent- 
ers of Japan and China. All who have 
relatives or friends in colleges are vit- 
ally interested 
in the issue between 
these streams: the world is interested. 
The speaker had once heard a man say 
that if there had been a Y. M. C. A. in 
the college attended 
by Parsons, 
the 
anarchist leader, the .crimes of Chicago 
would never have been, and that 
or- 
ganization 
which 
the world will yet 
hear from 
might 
never 
have 
been 
formed. 
There are two sides. 
Every- 
one must believe that there should be 
established 
strongholds 
and distribut 
ing centers of pure evangelical Chris- 
tianity. 
Mr. Mott's discourse was intensely 
interesting, 
and 
was 
delivered 
with 
power and effect 
Other lectures will 
be given during the week by him, to 
which the general public will be 
In- 
vited.
